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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The original patent, or a statement as to loss or inaccessibility of the original patent, must 
be received before this reissue application can be allowed. See 37 CFR 1.178. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

3. The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as the 
specification, as originally filed, does not provide support for the invention as is now claimed. 

4. There appears to be no support in the original specification for "a relatively light hollow 
solenoid tube" or for the complex mechanical vibration manifested "by the relatively light 
hollow solenoid tube in reaction to the inertia of the relatively heavy permanent magnet". 

5. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not adequately described as set forth in the above objection to the specification. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Levine 
or Casscll et al. 

8. Levine teaches a solenoid comprising a relatively light hollow solenoid tube 16 made of 
plastic column 1, lines 50-51 . At least one winding 26 on the hollow solenoid tube and a 
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relatively heavy freely slideable permanent magnet 46 column 3, lines 17-18. When a complex 
signal is applied to the electric windings, a complex mechanical vibration is manifested by the 
relatively light hollow solenoid tube in reaction to the inertia of the relatively heavy permanent 
magnet. The Levine device is capable of providing vibration to the skin if a person were to come 
into contact with the reciprocating bell striker 46 or come into contact with the bell 48. 
Therefore, it would appear Levine anticipates the invention as claimed. 

9. Cassell teaches a solenoid comprising a relatively light hollow solenoid tube 8, column 1, 
lines 64-65, at least one electric winding 7, column 1, lines 63-64, on the hollow tube and a 
relatively heavy freely slideable permanent magnet 16, column 2, lines 16-17. When a complex 
electric signal is applied to the electric windings, a complex mechanical vibration is manifested 
by the relatively light hollow solenoid tube in reaction to the inertia of the relatively heavy 
permanent magnet. The Cassell device is for a bell striker "or other devices" column 1, lines 21- 
22. This device would include a striker for other devices and therefore would be capable of 
vibrating skin by striking skin repeatedly. Cassell would appear to anticipate the invention as 
claimed.
